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While expressly reserving all substantive and procedural
rights, we agree with the Government’'s decision to reopen the
Administrative Record at the NL sitea. The PRPs and the City have
bean attempting to secure reconsideration of the Govarnmant’s
chosen residential soil remedy for over thras years.

It is important that the mechanics of the reopening be
established as quickly as possible. In light of the extansive
nature of the health study, it may take more than thirty days for
it to be reviewed and incorporated into written comments.

P;rhapl this can be discussed briefly before our confecencs with
the Court.

Specifically, CEBRCLA requires that the Government provide

for participation of all intezested pexscaw, imeluding
potantially ro:ionsible parties. At what point is the Government
planning to notlfy the remaining three hundred or so FRPe of its
dacision? Also, absence of propar notice, as alleged by the PRP
Defendants in this cass, is significant to the Government‘s
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ongoing “response actions” at the site. It is the position of
the PRP Defendants that until BPA’s non-compliance with the
notice provision of CESRCIA is cured, the Government’s ongoing
expenditure of funds is not recoverable. We undexrstand from
officiale of the City of Granite City that the cost of the rapid
response action will be seven times greater than the estimate in
the Administrative Record.
